The Pepeand His Temporalty—Irish A ffatrs. 
Rowe, December 24.—The to-day gave the 
customary Christmas reception to the cardinals, of 
whom there were twenty-three in attendance, in- 
cInding German,Cardinal Horenhohe. In reply to 
their address the pope said that his position was 
becoming more and iore intolerable. When he 


claimed temporal power in orde!

DISEASE AND DIRT. 


NEW JERSEY’S EPIDEMIC OF BLACK 
DIPHTHERIA. 


The Ravages of 6mall-Pox in Cincinnati, Austin, and 
Other Piaces—The Pest on Shipboard Off New 
York—An Tilinois Town Vaccinated— 

The Indiana Lunatic Asylum.

CINCINNATI, December 24.—At yesterday’s session 
of the board of health Dr, Miles, the health officer, 
reported 56 new cases ot small-pox for this week. 
During the week there were ili cases treated, of 
which 7 died and 20 were discharged, leaving 87 
under treatment. Last week's report gave 55 cases 
under treatment. The report shows that there is a 
slight but not very material decrease of the death 
rate in proportion to the number under treatment, 
the rate last week being 6.1 per cent, and the pre- 
ceding week nearly 7 per cent. Dr. Miles 
says that. the disease has been main- 
ly confined to localities in the east and west ends of 
the city until this last week, when it has broken 
out in the central part of the city. It threatens to 
become widespread, but the efforts of the sanitary 
otlicers have prevented its becoming malignant, 
and the death rate has not yetincreased. The peo- 
ple have availed themselves of vaccination toan 
extent never before known in Cincinnati. At the 
health oflice they have been vaccinated at the rate 
of two hundred or over a day, and each of the dis- 
irict physicians has treated from thirty to forty per 
day. The active measures that have been taken 
give fair promise of preventing the disease from 
becoming epidemic, or of a malignant type. 

AN APPREHENSIVE TOWN, 

CHester, I1., December 24.—The Emma ©, Elliott, 
on her regular down trip yesterday, did not reach 
this place until late in the evening. Passengers 
who stopped off here report that the boat laid up 
for seyeral hours near the small-pox hospital, be- 
low Carondelet, the fog on the river being so dense 
as to make navigation impracticable. The boat 
staid at this place quite a while and put off both 
passengers-and freight, and the people fee] alarmed 
lest this be the means of introducing the loathsome 
disease into the city. The citizens complain bit- 
terly that the officers of the boat should by such 
carelessness endanger the towns along the river 
and reuder futile the best endeavors to prevent 
the spread of contagious diseases, 

AMONG TWE INDIANA, 

WASHINGTON, December 24.—Reports continue to 
be rece. ved at the Indian office, showing a rapid 
spread of small-poxin the northwest. The latest 
advices are from Idaho, Montana and northern 
Dakota. All the agents ask for supplies of vaccine 
matter, which is being supplied as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Much difficulty is experienced in getting the 
agency of contractors to perform their duty. Large 
quantities of supplies, im some cases amounting to 
tons, are reported frozen up on the riversof the 
northwest, with no probability of reaching their 
destination before spring. It is the intention of the 
Indian bureau to hold these contractors to a strict 
accountability for their neglect. 

THE PEST QN SHIPBOARD, 

New York, December 24,—The steamship West- 
phalia arrived to-day. fhe ship was unfortunate 
in two respects, She had a very stormy passage, 
and had be@én butashoit time at seawhen smail 
poxX Was pir be wmnong the steerage passengers. 
she has 1,012 enfigranits on board, and .106 in the 
cabins. How many are afflicted withthe disease 
the meager dispatch from quarantine does not teil. 
lt says: “‘Small-pox on the Westphalia. Detained.’’ 
A steamboat wentdown atalate hour this alter- 
noon to bring up the cabin passengers. 

TAKING IN TEXAS. 

Austin, Texas, Deoesiaber 24.—One of the chil- 
dren stricken down wiih sinall-pox died to-day. 
and the otheris ina criticaleondition. All persons 
who were in the house at the time the disease 
broke out have been transferred toa campa mile 
south of the city. Every precaution has been taken 
to preventa spread of the disease. No new cases 
Were reported, 

A SCHOOL VACCINATED, 

NoKoMls, ILL., December 24.—To-day the pupils 
at the public schools were vaccinated by order of 
the directors, and the town pays the physician for 
his services. 

A small-pox scare was created by the arrival of a 
gentleman from St. Louis who had been exposed to 
the disease. 

IN THE COUNTY JAIL. 

McGrecor, Iowa, Dee. 24.—Much to the alarm of 
the citizens of Elkader, a well-defined case of 
smali-pox was discovered amoung the prisoners con- 
fined in the county jail, it 1s expected that the 
disease will not spread, as precautions have been 
tvuken to preventit.« The patient has been remoy- 
ed from the jail, 


The Black Diphtheria. 

BLOOMINGDALE, N. J., December 24.—Several 
cases Of What a local physician describes as *‘black 
diphtheria’ are roported in this neighborhood. 
The patient’s tongue becomes black and swollen, 
protruding froni.the mouth toward the last, and 
death ensues within forty-eight hours aiter the at- 
tack. Twechildren of William Luke, near the pa- 
perimill, have died of the disease, and two more 
are not expected to live.

A MICHIGAN STORY 


Cencerning Mr. Davis and the Confederate Gold. 

ALAMAZOO, Mich., December 24.—The daily Tel- 
egraph publishes an interview with two ex-officers 
of the Michigan cavalry regiment, who were en- 
gaged in the capture of Jeff Davis. One 
of the officers states that a private soldier 
of the Fourth Micnigan cavalry at Richmond iden- 
tified Davis’ horsc, and took possession of it, find- 
ing the saddle bugs and hoisters filled with gold 
coin. The soldier buried the gold, and a 
year or more ufter the war returned and recovered 
money, brought it no: th and gave numerous pieces 
to members of his regiment. The sum was origi- 
pally $14,000, Leing part of the money divided 
among the confederate president's retinue at Ab- 
beville, when crowded by the federal cavalry. 

An officer of another regiment states that subse- 
quent to the capture of Davis a large sum of specie, 
understood to be $80,000 or more, frora the confed- 
erate specie train, was discovered by the soidiers in 
a house near the ferry, where the fugitive presi- 
dentand a wagon train crossed the river into 
Georgia. This money was scattered among the sol- 
diers and lost.

What Leading Republicans in Georgia Have te Say 
About the Muahene Movement in Virginia, Ete. 

There has been much said in the northern press 
and in the south about the effect of the success of 
General Mahone in Virginia on the independents 
of other states. There is scarcely a state in the 
south that has not one ortwo cheap heroes who are 
willing to be used as Mahones. They are just about 
as useful, too, in politics, as a bung would beto a 
cooper who wasina hurry tomake a barrel. We 
are anxious to give our readers all the information 
possible, and yesterday sent a reporter to Colonel 
Andrew Clark, collector of the first district of Geor- 
gia, to interview him on these questions. The re- 


porter called on Colonel Clark, and found him in 
his office in the psernnen building, and quietly, 
without letting him know that he was talking for 
the public, began to put the following leading 
questions to him: 

“What effect do you think the result of recent 
elections in Virginia has had upon political mat- 
ters In Georgia?”’ 

‘While it is yet too soon to form a correct opin- 
ion as to what the final effect will be upon respect- 
ive parties, it has, i think, put many democrats to 
serious thinking, and may ultimately result in a 
disaffection in. the democratic ranks, but it has 
united the republicans,”’ 

“Do you know of any democrats who favor the 
formation of a new party, ora bolt from their or- 
ganization? and will you give their names?”’ 

‘Several demoerats have approached me upon 
the subject of a new party, but it is plain to be seen 
that thus far they wanta new party with demo- 
eratic principles backed by republicans, and it is 
my op nion that the day has passed when republi- 
cans in any considerable number will support inde- 
pendent organized democrats or any party that will 
not abandon democratic principles and practices.

“None. Heretofore the canvass of independent 
democrats in this state has descended to a simple 
matter ofabuse between candidates of the two 
wings of the democratic party, with no opportuni- 
ty for a presentation of the great petacinice of par- 
lies, a free discussion of which republicans believe 
absolutely ve to the advancement of the 
cause of progressive ideas which they believe ought 
and ultimately must obtain. How different it is in 
Virginia: There the republieans gained one vote 
and perhaps two in the United States senate. This 
was the result of the independentsin Virginia —_ - 
ing themselves with the republican party.

“Now the case ‘is different in Georgia. The re- 
publicans elect independents to congress here, and 
when they go to Washington they doall they can to 
satisfy their constituents at home, that the charges 
made during the campaign that they were not go- 
ing nF 5 ety reg with the democratic party, were 
lies told by organized demerrats. In all party ques- 
tions they act with the democratic party, but pri- 
vately assure republicans thatthey doit only for 
effect.

The republicans in 
this state are tired of this state of affairs. and will 
not, inmy Opinion, submit toit. Ifthere is no 
difference between an organized democrat and an 
independent democratafter his election. there is 
certainly nothing toinduce the repubyicans to sup- 
port one in preference toan:ther.

“Here’sa collection I'm making that shows 
all the animals known that move through the 
air without wings—not many, to be sure, but 
interesting cnough when you come to think 
about it. Now, if any one should tell you 
that he'd seen and shot a monkey sailing 
through the air one hundred feet from the 
ground, you'd think perhaps he was over- 
loading you with facts; but here’s the very 
creature, a regular flying monkey. He ain't 
much at it now, on account of being a little 
too set up,” with a cough of apology for the 
professional joke. ‘‘Its name is the colugo 
or flying lemur. They are found in the 
islandy, of the Indian Archipelago. You 
see, the limbs are connected by this wide 
membrane that looks exactly like a 
great hairy cloak that, if the animal folded 
his arms, would completely cover it up. It 
is a night animal, like the bat, lives on 
very much the same k ind of food, and spends 
’ trees. When it is crawling

cate, gauze-like fins fluttering as they rush 
away over the waves, turning in curves and 
circles, showing beyond all dispute that they 
have the power of guiding themselves through 
the air as well as water.

It 
looks much like a common tree frog, but the 
feet are webbed, and when it springs froma 
high tree the web serves exactly as does the 
membrane between the legs of the squirrel, 
The frog swooping down in a graceful curve, 
and alighting easily on a tree several hundred 
feet away.

We print in another column reports of in- 
terviews with Collectors Clark and Wade on 
the Mahone movement in Georgia. The in- 
dependents in Georgia have heretofore been 
opposed by democrats because they were op- 
posed to organization in the party. “It will be 
seen that the programme laid down by these 
shrewd politicians is to make the Georgia in- 
dependents available in this state as they 
were made in Virginia, and they propose to 
support them only where they will co-operate 
with the republicans. It isa matter of indif- 
ference to us how this fight is made, whether 
the independents are republicans or whether 
they are democrats. These republicans seem 
to get some consolation from Mahene's elec- 
tion in Virginia, and claim that it was a, 
triumph of republican principles. That is all 
very good so far as results go, but there is but 
ene republican element that we can 
see triumphant in the Virginia  elec- 
tion, and that was “bossism.” This 
is one of the unwritten principles of the re- 
publican party, and as long as Mahone lives 
he may be able to cast the vote of Virginia 
for the republicans, but when he dies the par- 
ty will scatter, and the republicans will be 
left to make a bargain with new men.

Mr. Fisher has 
now the opportunity, therefore; to deye.op 
his plans and define in practice a policy that 
will make the road prosperous as well as 
strong. There is much to do. for the road 
lost ground while the hands of the’receiver 
were tied. The hope is that President Fisher 
will prove himself the man for the times, 
and gratify the flattering expectations which 
the publicand the owners of the road un- 
doubtedly entertain.

Augusta will certainly be utterly neglecttul 
of its own interests if it lets slip the opportu- 
nity to obtain contre! of three such inmipor- 
tant feeders te its trade as the Savannah Val- 
ley. the Atlantic and French Broad, and the 
Greenwood, Laurens and Spartanburg rail- 
roads. The first of these extends from Dorn’'s 
mines, on the A.and K. to Anderson court 
house: the second from Trickem, on the 
A. and K. to Abbeville and  Pick- 
ens, and the third from Greenwood to 
Spartanburg. A glance at the map will show 
that all of these extend through a fertile ahd 
productive section of South Carolina, which 
will add largely to the business of Augusta, 
The two first-named have been graded to a 
considerable extent, and the other has been 
surveyed. For this latter the counties of 
Laurens and Spartanburg have already sub- 
seribed $150,000, If the road is built to Lau- 
rens a connection will be obtained 
with the Greenville and Laurens ,rail- 
road, which is anxious to come _ into 
the Augusta and Knoxville system. 
The Greenyille and Laurens does not ask 
for any pecuniary aid, as it has already sub- 
scribed all the money it needs. It only 
wishes assurance of a connection or consoli- 
dation with the Augusta and Knoxville rail- 
road. Fifty thousand dollars subscribed by 
Augusta will undoubtedly secyre for us the 
Savannah Valley railroad and the road from 
Greenwood to Laurens, and incidentally the 
Greenville and Laurens railroad. We 
already have assurances of this. This 
is a small sum, comparatively, to 
bri about so important and de 
sirable a result, and the opportunity 
should not be neglected. Augusta has in- 
vested m:llions of dollars in its factories, and 
it behooves it to open up all possible avenues 
of trade, When it is reflected that the Au- 
gusta and Knoxville is already, when not 
more than half completed, doing a Mee Baroy =

Tue Howard Case.—The case agairst W. H. How- 
ard, late assistant register clerk, was calied before 
Commissioner Buck yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock. Mr. Hoke Smith appeared for the defen- 
dant, but the United States attorncy was absent, 
and on this account the case was, after the testimo- 
n N of one witness had been taken, postponed until 
Thursday next. This witness was Mr. Wikle, the 
Cirtersville postmaster who testified relative 
to the missing $250, which lhe claims to 
have mailed, During his examination 
Mr. Howard sat beside hisattorney and eagerly lis- 
tened to the evidence.

have found that the capacity of their present build. 
ing is wholly inadequate to the demands, and on 
yesterday concluded a contract with Mr. 8s. B 
Steers, of New Orleans, for a Morse com- 
pressor of the greatest capacity. Mr. Steers is 
the owner of Morse patent and within the past 
four years has sold no less than thirty-six compress 
esin the union. The Atlantacompress and ware- 
house company, under the management of the 
Messrs. Inman, Parrott & Turner, will soon begin 
the erection of another building of larger size thau 
the present, and when the new building is com- 
plete they wiil have a storage capacity of about 
200,000 bales, Of the compressa New Orleans paper 
SA VS: 

In front of the cotton exchange Tuesday were on 
exhibition two bales of jute, compressed to a re 
markable density. These bales were shipped. here 
to Mr. S. B. Steers, owner of the Morse cotton com- 
pressor patents, to®test the power of his 90-inch 
press, in comparison with those used inIndia. The 
two bales were compressed in India, tied each with 
16 bands, and when received here measured and 
weighed as follows: One 174%x20x50 inches, weight 
876 pounds; the other 17x20x50 inches, weight 384 
pounds, Equal to say, average 38 pounds to the 
cubie foot. They were recompressed here at the 
Southern Press, a 90-inch Morse, with the following 
result: 

One, 174% x12x50 inches, 6.076.1000 feet, weight 376 
pounds=61.58 100 pounds to the foot; the other, 
17x13x50 inches=6.40-100 feet, weight 384 pounds 
(0 pounds to the foot, showing a gain in favor of 
the Morse compressor of 60 percent, using only 13 
bands instead of 16, and only 115 pounds of steam 
pressure This enormous gain is claimed to be due 
to the superior power of the Morse—because the 
maximum density reached by the India press had 
been mostly retained aftershipment here by means 
of the large number of bands used (16). Itisa well 
known fact that cargoes of cotton from India are 50 
per cent greater per ton measurement than from 
this country. This is not because they have supe- 
rior compressors, but because they retain the pres- 
sure by use of extensive wrapping, using 15 bands 
on a bale four feet long,.the equivalent of which 
would be 20 bands on our bale of five feet. Their 
bales being smaller also, the power of the India 
presses is concentrated on less surface. Jute can 
not be compressed so densely as cotton, because of 
itscoarserund irregular fibre. This experiment 
was mace at the requestof Messrs. John H. Ladd & 
‘o., London, who are extensive dealersin jute, 
and to whom these sample bales will be returned.

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: AMERICAN BEEF IN ENGLAND, 


An Immense Trade Growtmg Up and the Fritish 


Batchers Practising Deception. 


There have been many curious incidents 


connected with the retail saie of American 
beef in London. 
dealers sell the article as English beef, while 


some of the poor kinds of the home-fed beef 


are bought as imported American. The only 


place where American beef is sold as such is 


but lately the

at the Metropolitan market, 
consignees of the American 
tried to secure stalls for their 
Leadenhall market. 

Another curious fact which has long been 
without explanation is the price for which 
American beef is sold in the British metropo- 
lis. Itseems strange that the meat of Amer- 
ican fed cattle can be so!d in London, After 
the expense of transatlantic shipment, for 16 
and 17 cents a pound, while in this city the 
housekeeper has to pay from 30 to 50 cents 
for the same amount of native meat. 

Mr. M.-H. Gillette, of M. H. Gillette & Co., 
of Jersey City, who ship large quantities of 
beef to the othe r side, said in reference to the 
above facts: “When [| was in England a short 
time ago I saw a butcher sella piece of Amer- 
ican beef as English -beef. I asked him why 
he did not tel! bis customer that it was from 
America, and he told me that the customer 
would not have bought it. ‘Our customers 
" ant “eood hold Henglish beef,’’’ he said to 
me, ‘and Ihave to sell. it to them as such. 
That man just gone out wanted a piece like 
that which he had Jast week. If I had told 
him the piece he had last week was American 
beef, he would not have believed me. I kuow 
that meat bung ina cool place for ten or 
welve days.is better than that which was 
slaughtered yesterday, for sale to-morrow, as 
our English beef is, but you could not make 
my customer believe that. 

“Was there ever any efforts made to 
vent such ideas apre uding among the peo- 
ple,”’ said the reporter 

“Yes. The gres iter part of the meat shipped 
eoes to the Metropolitan market. -It was ad- 
vertised as American beef and a good trade 
has been secured, but what is one market 
in a city like London? This beef wks bought 
by retail butchers, and much of it is resold 
as ‘good, hold Henglish beef,’ you know.” 

“Kor what price i s American beef sold in 
London?’ 

“Ror from 15 to 17 cents a pound, or 2 cent 
ora cent and a balf Jess than the English 
beef. This is quite sufticient to control the 
retail trade.”’ 

“What is the reason the meat issold so much 
cheaper than in this city? Whatcauses the 
diffe ‘rence in price?” 

“The difference is more apparent than real. 
In this country meat is cut up under the 
rules of the Butchers’ association. The re- 
sult is that if you want a piece from the sir- 
loin, or the round, or the shoulder, you 
forand getit. But in England meat is 
in the most curious Way you ever saw. A 
side of beef is cut into pieces of five, ten, fif- 
teen or twenty pounds weight. Neither bone 
norfat is removed except the fat about the 
k idne ys. People when they buy. meat do not 
os for a piece of the round or the sirloin, as 

‘do; they ask for so many pounds of heef. 
it doex not seem to mi ike any difference what 
part of the animal ic ment comes from. 
seef’s beef in their epinion. have seen 
iu line ot people standing out- 
side of a butcher shop waiting 
their turn. Inside were four men cutting 
meat upinto plec es Of given we ights and ce ut- 
ting without any reference to the part the 
piece enameéfrom. There were two men se |1- 
invand taking the money. All the- beef, 
bone and fat, was sold at thesame price. You 
must remember that there is not very much 
tine meat ina bullock-—take one weighing 500 
tame meight from it you will not get much 
more than pounds of fine mezt. Now, 
While the Avr h in this country charge 50U 
to 50 cents for fine beef, they dre obliged to 
take out partofthe bone and a pari of the 

fat, and they sell the meat for much 
less than it is sold in England. You ean 
buy first-class corned beef from 8 to 12 
cents, or a shin-bone for soup for 5 or 6. 
In England you would have to pay from 
i4 to 16 for these Of course, if a 
man knows how to choose meat he can get 
good beef cheaper in’ England th: in he can 
here, because if he sees a good piece hanging 
up hecan take it for the same price he would 
pay fora poor piece, But suppose a le Tea here 
vere to send to her butcher fora nice roasting 
piece and she were to receive a cut from the 
shoulder, she would say that the man had 
treated ‘her shamefully. Now, an English 
lady in such acase would not think anything 
about it. You can easily see that if you can

‘Five years ago, when the business began 
they could not sell twenty quarters a week in 
Liverpool.

The whole trade amounts to from ten to 
twelve thousand quarters a.week, which at 
200 pounds to the quarter would ‘make say 

OW) 000 pounds of American beef sold each 
week in Great Britain, or 114,400,000 pounds a 
year. This trade has grown up from nothing 
in the past five years, and from present’ in- 
dic ations will grow a great deal larger as vears 
roll on.” 

“Are many cattle shipped alive?” 

‘About tive thousand a week in stummer. 
They cannot send them in winter. The 
rough weather kriocks them about too much. 
The trade has affected the price of American 
cattle somewhat, but not enough yet to do 
inuch more than give a shighthy upward ten- 
deney to the market.”
